Plans to move taxis a few hundred yards away angers drivers and customers

ANGRY taxi drivers and their elderly 
and disabled customers believe coun¬ 
cil plans to move a taxi rank as part 
of a six-month town centre improve¬ 
ment strategy will be a disaster. 

Surrey County Council plan to 
move the taxi rank next to the en¬ 
trance to the Ashley Centre by the 
clock tower to outside TK Maxx, just 
more than 300 feet away 

The move is part of Plan E, a pack¬ 
age of changes to the town’s road lay¬ 
out starting in January 2017. As part 
of Plan E the pavement outside Met¬ 
ro Bank would be widened, the sig¬ 
nalling at the Spread Eagle junction 
would be changed, and South Street 
would be made two-way. 

A spokesman for Surrey County 
Council, which is leading the works, 
said moving the taxi rank would 
make it safer to get into cabs. 

Edward Rose, 71, who has been a 
cab driver for 46 years, believes mov¬ 
ing the taxi rank will be a disaster for 
him and his customers - especially 
those who are elderly or disabled. 

The majority of his fares are “tiny 
jobs” in and around Epsom, often 
transporting people who have fin¬ 
ished shopping in the High Street or 
at the Ashley Centre. 

“It’s important that a taxi rank is 
in the right place,” Mr Rose said. 

“All the customers know we are 
here. This is our bread and butter. 

“The elderly and disabled people 
need the rank here. 

“We are here trying to earn a liv¬ 
ing but the council are just moving 
us.” 

Mark Miles, 48, another taxi driver, 
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agrees. 

He said: “If we go over the road the 
public won’t see us. 

“I have a lady with Alzheimer’s. I 
have a lady with MS (multiple scle¬ 
rosis). They trust me. They only go 
with me. 

“If we move it will be a disaster.” 

He added: “They never even asked 


us about it. They just told us it was 
going to happen.” 

Betty Kemper, 85, is wheel¬ 
chair-bound and uses taxis about 
four times a week to travel between 
her home in Bucknills Close, Epsom 
and the town centre. 

“It would be more difficult because 
on the other side of the road there 


are a lot of busy people and buses,” 
she explained. 

Ms Kemper added: “The drivers 
are very helpful to people who are el¬ 
derly and disabled.” 

A county council spokesman said: 
“The new position of the taxi rank 
will improve safety for pedestrians 
with pavements in the area being 


widened while also encouraging vis¬ 
itors to use the whole of the town 
centre. 

“After listening to the views of 
all town centre users who respond¬ 
ed to our consultation, we believe 
these improvements will secure a 
successful future for Epsom town 
centre.”

Police and crime chief cleared of 
'racially motivated’ contract axing

SURREY councillors have cleared 
the police and crime commissioner 
of treating a former Kingston mayor 
in a “racially motivated manner” at 
a meeting held behind closed doors. 

Shiraz Mirza claimed Surrey Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
David Munro’s decision not to renew 
his contract as an equality and diver¬ 
sity officer was “racially motivated”. 
His complaint is understood to relate 
to an overheard phone call. 

The complaints sub-committee 
of Surrey’s police and crime panel 
sought an informal resolution to the 
dispute at a meeting on Thursday 
September 15. 

The full details of the complaint 
cannot be reported for legal rea¬ 
sons. A letter sent to Mr Mirza by the 
sub-committee following last week’s 


meeting states councillors decided 
Mr Munro had used the word Asian’ 
as a “descriptive rather than a derog¬ 
atory term”. 

In the letter, Councillor David 
Reeve, the chairman of the sub-com¬ 
mittee, explained that the Independ¬ 
ent Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC), would not be investigating 
the complaint. The IPCC instead re¬ 
ferred to the sub-committee for an 
“informal resolution”. 

Cllr Mirza said he was “hugely 
disappointed” by the committee’s de¬ 
cision. 

He said: “They’ve just passed me 
off. They’ve been hiding behind the 
IPCC. They’ve taken three or four 
months to just look into one word. 
They haven’t looked at it in the con¬ 
text it was said.” 

Two reporters from made rep¬ 
resentations at sub-committee meet¬ 
ings on Friday, July 29 and Thursday, 
September 15, arguing taxpayers de¬ 
served to know the details of alleged 


misconduct of an elected paid offi¬ 
cial. On both occasions sub-commit¬ 
tee members voted to exclude the 
reporters. 

A spokesman from the PCC’s of¬ 
fice said: “David Munro has been 
made aware of the findings regard¬ 
ing a complaint from Cllr Shiraz 
Mirza regarding his decision not 
to renew the contract between his 
office and Surrey Partnerships Ltd. 

“The PCC has always stated that 
the decision was based purely on 
two factors, firstly to reduce costs 
and secondly to ensure that the re¬ 
sponsibility for engaging with Sur¬ 
rey’s minority and ethnic communi¬ 
ties sits firmly with himself. 

Mr Munro said: “I am sorry Cllr 
Mirza feels he has suffered personal 
distress as a result of my decision 
not to extend the contract with Sur¬ 
rey Partnerships Ltd but I can cat¬ 
egorically state that the rationale 
had absolutely nothing to do with 
his race.”

Arts centre plan in line for funds boost

Councillors also pledged to re¬ 
lease up to £1.45m to HCAHS for 
the regeneration of the Grade 
Il-listed Victorian building in 
Livingston Park. 

HCAHS is made up of 11 res¬ 
idents, including Sky Sports 
News presenter Julian Walters, 
a stage manager at The Nation¬ 
al Theatre and two committee 
members of MgS04 an arts fes¬ 
tival held in the borough over 
the summer. 


The society hopes to renovate 
the chapel to host a programme 
of performances, film screen¬ 
ings, exhibitions and events 
alongside running children’s 
clubs, and a cafe and bar. 

In April, the group was 
awarded a Heritage Lottery 
start-up grant of £10,000, and 
has applied for further funding 
from the Architectural Heritage 
Fund and the Heritage Lottery 
Enterprise Fund. 

It will now apply for further 
funding grants and seek dona¬ 
tions for the project.

THE ambulance trust serv¬ 
ing Surrey, Kent and Sussex 
will be placed into special 
measures after an inspection 
found a ‘culture of bullying 
and harassment’, poor re¬ 
sponse times and a lack of 
safety monitoring. 

South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service (Secamb) has 
been beset by scandal for 
months after a secret scheme 
to ‘re-triage’ emergency 111 
calls, and effectively restart 
the clock for logging response 
times, was uncovered. 

Chief executive Paul Sut¬ 
ton quit after the revelations, 
contained in an independent 
report by Deloitte, which also 
identified a “fundamental 
failure of governance”. 

The trust refused to say if 
Mr Sutton resigned or was 
asked to leave, or whether he 
had signed a non-disclosure 
agreement. Chairman Tony 
Thorne also stepped down. 

The Care Quality Com¬ 
mission rated Secamb ‘inad¬ 


equate’ overall in a report 
released today but said tired 
and overstretched staff pro¬ 
vided ‘good’ care despite a 
lack of support from senior 
figures. 

Professor Sir Mike Rich¬ 
ards, chief inspector of hos¬ 
pitals, said: “It is to the credit 
of the staff that they have 
continued to provide a vital 
service to the people of Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex - dealing 
with almost a million emer¬ 
gency calls a year alone. 

“Throughout our inspec¬ 


tion we heard how staff were 
giving their best, treating 
patients kindly, with dignity, 
care and compassion. 

“It was apparent the lead¬ 
ership had not been support¬ 
ing staff to do their jobs effec¬ 
tively Staff told us there was 
a culture of harassment and 
bullying. 

“We found in many cases 
there weren’t enough prop¬ 
erly trained staff, or that the 
proper equipment wasn’t 
available to them. 

“However, improvements 


are being formulated by an 
experienced interim chair 
and the executive has been 
recently strengthened by 
new appointments. Once care 
arrives, it is of a good stand¬ 
ard. The trust is taking ur¬ 
gent steps needed and some 
improvements have already 
been made.” 

Secamb’s acting chief ex¬ 
ecutive Geraint Davies said: 
“While we are pleased that 
the dedication and care of 
our staff is highlighted as 
good in this report, we are 
sorry that we have not met 
the standards expected in a 
number of other areas. We 
have already been working 
on and implementing a num¬ 
ber of improvements. I would 
like to reassure everyone we 
serve that I, along with my 
senior team, am committed 
and focused on ensuring 
these necessary changes 
continue. I would also like to 
take this opportunity to point 
to the enormous amount of 
excellent work undertaken 
every day by our staff across 
our region, often in chal¬ 
lenging circumstances, to re¬ 
spond to and treat patients.”

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Map of possible rail network unveiled 


A NEW map has been un¬ 
veiled showing what south 
London’s train network 
could look like if services 
were taken under the con¬ 
trol of Transport for Lon¬ 
don (TfL). 

Routes currently operated 
by private companies includ¬ 
ing Southern and South West 
Trains are swathed in or¬ 
ange on the new map, which 
has been released as Mayor 
Sadiq Khan prepares to for¬ 
mally present the business 
case for bringing suburban 
services into an expanded 
London Overground net¬ 
work. 

In January TfL announced 
plans to take control of met¬ 
ro train routes in the capital 
as private franchises expire, 
with the aim of operating all 
services by 2021. 

But commuters and poli¬ 
ticians, including Mr Khan, 
have backed calls for under- 
performing networks like 
Southern to be stripped of 
their franchise earlier if ser¬ 
vice does not improve. 

Mr Khan, who will present 
the business case for the TfL 
takeover to the Government 
over the next month, said: 
“Passengers on London’s 
suburban rail routes simply 
aren’t getting a good enough 
service. 

“They face increasing rail 
fares year after year, yet face 
daily delays, cancellations 


and overcrowding. 

“The Government has al¬ 
ready agreed that devolving 
rail services would improve 
the daily commute for mil¬ 
lions of Londoners. 

“Ahead of the Autumn 
Statement, I’m looking for¬ 
ward to presenting the full 
business case for how a 
transformed and modern¬ 
ised suburban rail network 
could also unlock new homes 
and provide other substan¬ 
tial other economic benefits 
for London.” 

Last month transport sec¬ 
retary Chris Grayling reject¬ 
ed an offer from Mr Khan to 
stage an emergency takeover 
of the struggling Southern 
network, which has been be¬ 
set by cancellations, delays 
and industrial action since 
earlier this year. 

Shortly afterwards Mr 
Grayling announced a £20m 
cash injection to allow 
Southern to “get to grips” 
with the problems - just 24 
hours before the franchise’s 
owner announced year-end 
profits of nearly £100m. 

The map unveiled by TfL 
this week sees busy stations 
served by Southern servic¬ 
es, such as East Croydon, 
Sutton, and Wimbledon, 
absorbed into the newly ex¬ 
panded London Overground 
network. 

Routes operated by South 
West Trains, serving sta-

tions including Hampton 
Court, Twickenham and 
Teddington, would be placed 
under TfL control. 

Mr Khan added: “As our 
new TfL map demonstrates, 
devolution will help us de¬ 
liver a truly integrated 
transport network where 
rail passengers get the same 
standard of service and reli¬ 
ability they get on the tube, 
allowing people to connect 
quickly with all parts of in¬ 
ner and outer London.” 

Latest on-time train per¬ 
formance on London Over¬ 
ground services was 94.7 per 
cent, according to TfL 77.3 
per cent on Thameslink and 
79.5 per cent on Southern 
trains.

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Alert over milky water 


A PEACEFUL stretch of riv¬ 
er ran milky white last week, 
prompting the Environment 
Agency to issue a warning 
against pouring fat, paints 
and oil into drains. 

The discolouration was 
spotted in the Hogsmill River 
near the stepping stones in 
the Hogsmill Local Nature 
Reserve in Epsom, but has 
since dissipated, Environ¬ 
ment Agency officers con¬ 
firmed. 

David Devins, 48, Mead¬ 
ow View, Epsom, spotted the 
milky water on Sunday, Sep¬ 
tember 18, while walking his 
dog, and reported it to the 


government agency. 

Environment Agency of¬ 
ficers inspected the river the 
same day and found no evi¬ 
dence of pollution or harm to 
aquatic life. 

A spokeswoman from the 
Environment Agency said: 
“We believe this is a one off 
pollution incident such as 
someone rinsing off a paint 
can down an outside (rain¬ 
water) drain. In this area, all 
rain water (surface water) 
drains are connected into the 
local rivers.” 

To report water pollution, 
call the Environment Agency 
for free on 0800 80 70 60. 



CAR CRASH: A pregnant wom¬ 
an was rushed to hospital after 
two cars crashed in Worcester 
Park. Police and paramedics 
were called to the junction of 
London Road and Lloyd Road 
at 3.09pm on Saturday.

Inquest concludes Priory clinic failings resulted in missed opportunities to save patient’s life 

Train jumper’s family to get payout

A CELEBRITY mental health 
clinic has pledged to compen¬ 
sate the widow and daughter 
of a patient who threw him¬ 
self under a train. 

Thirty-seven-year-old Neil 
Carter, an IT consultant from 
Nonsuch Court Avenue, Ew¬ 
ell, died after jumping in 
front of a train at Turnham 
Green underground station 


in November 2012. 

He had been an inpatient at 
the Priory clinic in Roehamp- 
ton where he was receiving 
treatment for misphonia - an 
extreme intolerance to cer¬ 
tain sounds - when he went 
missing. 

During his inquest at West 
London Coroner’s Court 
in December 2013, Dr Sean 
Cummings ruled that fail¬ 
ures at the private hospital 
led to a “missed opportunity” 
to save Mr Carter before he 
died of multiple injuries on 


November 20,2012. 

The Priory Group last 
week agreed to pay an undis¬ 
closed amount in compensa¬ 
tion to Mr Carter’s widow 
and daughter. The deal was 
approved by Mr Justice Dove 
at the High Court in London 
on Wednesday, September 21. 

A spokesman for the hos¬ 
pital would not comment on 
the court hearing and would 
not release the amount to be 
paid in compensation, but re¬ 
affirmed the Priory Group’s 
“sadness” at the death. 


At the time of the inquest 
in 2013, a spokesperson for 
the hospital said: “Everyone 
at the hospital was very sad¬ 
dened by Mr Carter’s death 
and our deepest sympathies 
are with his family and 
friends. 

“This case has been the 
subject of a thorough and 
comprehensive internal re¬ 
view and robust action has 
been taken.” 

In December 2013, Dr Cum¬ 
mings, who returned a nar¬ 
rative verdict, concluded Mr 


Carter took his own life by 
jumping in front of a train 
while still an inpatient at the 
Priory 

The record of inquest said: 
“There were gross failures in 
his care, notably the failure to 
perform basic observations, 
followed by a deliberate falsi¬ 
fication of the record. These 
led cumulatively to a missed 
opportunity to realise he was 
missing, a missed opportuni¬ 
ty to search early for him and 
a missed opportunity to offer 
life-saving interventions.” 


ALCOHOL THEFT: Two thirsty 
men stole two boxes of beer be¬ 
fore returning to the same shop 
to steal more.

Shortly afterwards they returned 
to the Co-op, picked up the box¬ 
es of beer and ran off.

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Council blasted over ‘damp, dirty, rat-infested’ property miles from family and girl’s nursery 

Mum’s desperate plea for new flat

A YOUNG single mother living 
miles away from her family and 
her young daughter’s nursery 
has slammed the council over 
the state of her “damp and 
dirty” flat which she says is in¬ 
fested with rats. 

After leaving her rented flat 
in Ewell seven months ago, So¬ 
phie Humphrey, 21, appealed to 
the council to house her as, be¬ 
ing unable to work while taking 
care of her two-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, she could not afford to rent 
again. Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council, which provides 
bed and breakfast accommoda¬ 
tion to those at risk of homeless¬ 
ness, rehoused her in Croydon. 

Ms Humphrey claims rats 
have chewed thorough bread 
bags in her room in Thornton 
Heath and she once saw a rat 
climb through her window after 
knocking over the clock in her 
kitchen. She was rehoused in 
June at another bed and break¬ 
fast in the same area nearly 13 
miles from Esher, where her 
family live and where her two- 
year-old attends nursery She 
claims the new home is damp 
and dirty and also has rat prob¬ 
lems. She is appealing to Elm-

Jurors dismiss claims after week-long trial 

Two cleared over 
computer misuse

A METROPOLITAN Police officer and 
a Croydon Council worker have been 
cleared of colluding to misuse work 
computer systems to dig up informa¬ 
tion in a dispute over a second-hand 
car. 

Former New Addington police com¬ 
munity support officer (PCSO) Paul 
Potter, of Epsom, and council officer 
Alan O’Brien were on Friday acquitted 
of breaching the Data Protection Act 
following a week-long trial at South¬ 
wark Crown Court. 

The pair had been accused of mis¬ 
using computer systems at the Metro¬ 
politan Police and Croydon Council to 
privately investigate Anthony Everest, 
after Mr Potter, 39, discovered a Mit¬ 
subishi car he had bought from Mr Ev¬ 
erest was in fact a “cut and shut” - two 
vehicles joined together. 

The court also heard Mr Potter used 
police systems to enquire about the 
registration of a Vauxhall van owned 
by Mr Everest in November 2013. 

The PCSO, who joined the Met in 2003 
and was later promoted to the rank of 
sergeant, was also alleged to have mis¬ 
used police computers in April and 
June 2014 to find out information about

an alleged domestic assault involving 
Mr O’Brien’s brother, Paul. 

Mr Potter and Mr O’Brien were 
cleared of all charges on Friday after 
two-and-a-half hours of deliberations 
by jurors. 

Mr Potter, who resigned from the Met 
in 2015, received a Royal Humane Soci¬ 
ety award in 2013 for saving a man’s life 
while on a fishing trip in Devon. 

After quitting the police, he launched 
an employment tribunal claim for con¬ 
structive dismissal, alleging he had 
been forced out of the Met for whis¬ 
tleblowing. He withdrew the claim in 
June this year.

Family man remembered well

We toured Germany and one 
of our favourite songs was a Tina Turner song 
and we all used to just go mad on stage. It is 
very fun. We just have a laugh, really. 

'There are moments of quiet with the 
emotional songs but generally I just want 
people to have a good laugh." 

After a curveball of a third album - Rebecca 
remade Billie Holiday's seminal Lady Sings 
the Blues to commercial and critical success 
- but is back on more modern territory with 
Superwoman, which is out on October 14. 

She said: "I'm really excited, I have worked 
really hard on it. It's a lot more modern, a lot 
more soul-pop. I think the jazz Billie Holliday 
album was an extension of what I do but I won't 
be releasing an album like that for a long time." 

In her six years since the X Factor, Rebecca 
has had some notable high points in her 
career, including millions of record sales and 
MOBO and MTV awards nominations, but it is 
collaborating with legends in the form of Lionel 
Richie and Andrea Bocelli that stand out. 

Rebecca told us: 'They were properly 


moments where I was a bit like 'what's going 
on? Why am I here?' 

"I thought they had booked me by accident, 
especially with Andrea Bocelli because I'm not 
an opera singer. 

"He is lovely and he was trying to help me 
learn the songs. He was very helpful, he was like 
'come in, we'll practice round the piano'. 

"At the time I was in a whirlwind of promo 
so you forget how big it was. He was really 
kind and Lionel was the same. I find the more 
established they are the kinder they are." 

While the X Factor led to a flood of offers, 
Rebecca has been keen to dictate the path of 
her career herself. She said: "I made a decision 
in the second year after X Factor to only go for 
stuff that I like whereas before it was natural to 
go to stuff you are told to." 

Rebecca added: "I play my own game in the 
sense that I get on with it - I make my music, I 
do my tours, I enjoy touring and I enjoy my fans. 
It is very much about making music with me. I 
don't go to that many events, I don't get caught 
up in the lifestyle."
